Havana, Deo. 13.—It is officially an- 


nounced that Spanish forces under com- 
mand of General Pando in the province 
of Furto Principe have been pushing the 
insurgent leader, General Gomel, so 
closely that he was obliged with about 
200 men to seek refuge in the woods and 
mountains of Las Dehcias. 


Not one of the commissioners sent by 


General Fando to different parts of the 
island with instructions to negotiate with 
the insurgents, looking to their accept- 
ance oi an autonomous form of govern- 
ment proposed by Spain, has returned, 
which seems to confirm the reports that 
some of them have been hanged by the 
insurgents and that others have elected 
to remain with the enemy. 


It is reported that Juan Delgado, the 


insurgent leader, hanged the two commis- 
sioners who were sent to him with peace 
proportions. A despatch recently re- 
cciv-jd here from Madrid, says that the 


j antonomic cabinet of Cuba will not be 


formed until the reformists and autono- 
mists unile in one party. 


Madrid. Dec. 13.—Lieutenant General 


Weyler, who arrived here Sunday after- 
noon, was received on the railway plai- 
form by General Azcarraga, iormer pre- 
mier; General Borreio, former cum- 
inaiider ot the Sjxth army corps, and 
by a. number of Hepubhcans, Carlists, 
Conseivatives and robledomsts. 
As 


he alighted from the tram they cheered 
him, and then carried him shoulder 
high to the entrance oi the railway sla- 
tfcon, v.-here he took a carriage and was 
rapidly driven off.

"The situation has changed greatly in 


Cuba, and I believe the president's course 
will be approved. It is true that atroci- 
ties are committed in Cuba, but the Cu- 
bans and Spaniards are equally guilty. 
They flght and indulge in cruelties on 
boch sidos. I suppose that the adminis- 
tration, through the state department, 
is kept informed thoroughly about what 
is taking place on the island. Naturally, 
their channels of information are better 
than mine." 


As to currency xeform legislation, the 


senator declared that he was hopeful 
Uiat something would be done. "I be- 
lieve that some kind of cmrency legis- 
lation will be put throug'h, but just what 
kind 1 cannot say. I know many believe 
that no currency legislation is possrble, 
but I differ from this opinion." 


Insurgents' Plans Checked. 


Havana, Dec. 13.—The plans of the in- 


surgents to strike a blttw near the city 
have been checked, according- to the offi- 
cial account, but the concentration of 
their forces is such as to make it un- 
likely that the local bands will surrender, 
as the Spanish authorities have been 
hoping. 


The business concerns of the city are 


much discouraged by the actual situa- 
tion. They do not now look forward to a 
spoody end ot the revolution. All say 
they have abandoned the hope that the 
insurgents v,ill surrender, or accept the 
conditions of autonomy.

Lome, the Spanish mimsterat Washing- 
ton, a request that ho tender his con- 
dolence to President McKinley on the 
death of Mrs. Nancy McKinley, the 
president's mother.

The opinion reverses the decision of the 


United States Circuit court below on the 
ground that the lower court erred in ad- 
mitting the testimony oi' the detective 
with whom Bram conversed iii Halifax. 


It will be recalled that the crime with 


which Bram is charged was committed 
on the Barlcentine Herbert Fuller on the 
high seas. He was accussed of murdering 
Capt. Charles I, Nash, and his wife and 
the mate, who were murdered at the same 
time. 


The vessel on which the tragedy oc- 


curred was bound from New York to 
South America, and after the crime was 
discovered her eoursewas changed and the 
first landing made at HalilUx. 
A seaman 


named Brown, was first arrested by ship-

The sword was left by Dr. Everett 
to his grandson, Dwight Everett of South 
Deerfield, who is an uncle of Mr. Hall, 
Dwight Everett had n son to whom he ex- 
pected to leavft the sword, but the son 
died and so it was given to filr. Hall, by 
whom it will be carefully and proudly 
treasured.

How Cavalry Borses Are Selected FOB 


the United States Aruiy. 


I happened to bo at the Presidio not 


long since when tho contractor i'or furnish- 
ing cavalry horses to tho government sub- 
mitted several animals to a board of army 
otlicers detailed to inake tho final inspec- 
tion. 
Of tho horses presented only one 


vra» rejected, and lhat was on account of 
a coUl brought about by exposure to drafts 
while in transit from the point of prelim- 
inary inspection to .San Francisco. 


A preliminary inspection is made at the 


place where tho contractor purchases the 
animals by u representative of the govern- 
ment, who generally accompanies the con- 
tractor on his horso purchasing trips, thus 
avoiding tho expense of buying horses 
which aro sure to be subsequently rejected 
for various defects. At the preliminary 
inspection a fciv llrst class, many fair^ftnd 
a superabundance of indifferent and medi- 
ocre horses are presented. Tho contractor 
informed me that about one-of every GO 
examined at the preliminary inspection 
comes up to tho requirements; that ho had 
traveled for three and four days at a time, 
visited horso ranehesand looked at several 
hundred horses without seeing one that 
came up to the specifications. I was also 
informed that tho class of horses required 
by tho government are getting very scaa'ce 
in California, aud that; many of tho cav- 
alry horses now at the Presidio were pur- 
chased in tho states of Oregon and Wash- 
ington. 


Cavalry horses aro purchased by the 


quartermaster's department under tha 
contract system. Proposals for furnishing 
cavalry horses are invited, and the con- 
tract is awarded to tlic lowest bidder. Tho 
cavalry horso mu^t ?jc a gelding of hardy 
color, 4 to 8 years old, 15,]o hands high, 
and woi^h about 1,000 pounds. Ho must 
be gentle under tho saddle, free and 
prompt lit the walk, trot and gallop; broad 
forehead; eyes large aud prominent, and 
possess pcrlcct vision. Ho is thoroughly 
examined for splints, side bones, ring- 
bones, euros, spavins and any trouble, lo- 
cal or constitutional, which may tend to 
shorten his usefulness or render the ani- 
mal unserviceable. Tho nostrils should bo 
largu and occupy nearly tho whole facial 
structure. Tho mouth should be small, 
with thin, firm lips. The eyes should bo 
large and mild, with fine ej'elids. Tho 
ears should he delicate and pointed. The 
feet should bo of medium size, due regard 
being given to tho size aud shape of the 
horse, and there .should bo no visible dif- 
ference in the feet as to size and form. 
The tail is more ornamental in well bred 
than underbred horses. A lino silk rnana 
characterizes well bred horses. 


The ciiv airy horse must bo without blem- 


ish or defect, sound in every particular. 
Literally speaking, it is more difficult for 
a horso to got into the cavalry service than 
it is for a recruit to enter tho army on his 
first enlistment.—San Francisco Chron- 
icle.

THE FIELD OF HONOB. 


STRAY LEAVES FROM THE DUELING 


RECORD OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


Some Carioaitieff of the Code In Fraction! 


Scotland— Dis( jngnlnhed Irishmen of m 
Hundred Years Ago Who Were Duel- 
ists. 
The lost duel fought in England took 


place near Egbam in 1853. The principles 
wore two Frenchmen—Gournct, formerly 
an officer in the- French navy, where ha 
distinKiiishod himself, and Bartliulcmy, 
an adventurer, formerly condemned to tho 
galleys and at tho time of the duel the 
keeper of a house of ill fame in London. 
Cournet had brought from Paris uu im- 
portant packet for Bartholumy, but learn- 
ing his character simply sent it to his ad- 
dress and declined to have a.ny intercourse 
with him. On sovcra.1 occasions afterward 
ha publicly fchcnved his contempt lor him. 
This led to a pi&tol duel, in which Cournet, 
a notorious duellist, was killed. Barthel- 
eray and the seconds wero tried i'or the 
felony and sentenced to two months' im- 
prisonment. 
Con victcd tv^o years later of 


an atrocious double murder near Ifitzroy 
square, Barthelemy glided an infamous 
career on the scafi'old. 


Many duels hare been fought by Eng- 


lishmen on the continent during the last 
DO years. A youthml Engii-Ji attache 
Jailed in tho old kingdom ol Naples an 
Italian marquis who pushed awiiy his arm 
from the baiccny railing, where it rested 
beside a famous yeapolium beauty. Tho 
hoir to an eurldom exchanged shots \vith 
an Austrian prince. The colonel of a high- 
land regimenL fought a duel with an Ital- 
ian marquis at Florence because he had 
tho misfoituno to overturn a chair in tho 
dark. A young Scottish engineer wound- 
ed in a saber duel a fa-motis Parisian duel- 
ist, and was himself wounded. A young 
Englishman who fought a duel in Paris 
under the empire with a young French 
viscount, an export fencer, was himself 
Angelu's best pupil and had much tho 
best of tho-eucounter. 


Tho Scots took a practical view of duel- 


ing. 
"Under tho Stuarts a. license was 


necessary to fight a-duel. To kill a man 
without one was murder. Not only did 
they thus reduce thejiuin ber of their turbu- 
lent subjects, but they made them a source 
of revenue. The system worked so well 
that, in order that the fisc might not bo 
defrauded, in 16'9b' re was marie a capital 
oiTeuse even to engage in a-ducl without a 
license obtained. It did not help the mat- 
ter if neither party was wounded. The 
most savage duel ever fought in Scotland 
or elsewhere was the one between Sir Euan 
Loohiel and an English colonel, yellow, 
when, after fighting till their swords flew 
out of their hands, they locked in a close 
embrace, and Lochiol, the weaker of tho 
two, failing underneath, tore several 
ounces of flesh out of tho other's throat 
with his (eoth, keeping them there like a 
wild beast, and declaring until his dying 
da.y that "he nover tasted-a sweeter mor- 
sel." 


Tho last duel, fought in Scotland was 


the one befcweem Captain Stewart and Sir 
Alexander Boswell, son of the famous bi- 
ographer. 
It/ was ioughfc on the seashore 


near Kirkcaldy in 1830. Boswell was tilled 
at the tirst lire. 


In tho Green Isle dueling flourished 50 


years ago as-much as it did in France. 
When a Trinity college student asked the 
provost what books ho had better bring to 
college, the latter said: "Kcver mind the 
books. Bring a case of pistols." The 
students were in the habifeof settling those 
little.affairs either just beforoor just after 
morning prayers. All tho distinguished: 
Irishmen a' hundred yoarb.ago were duel- 
ists: Curran, Grartau, Sheridan, BarriiiM- 
tou, Fitzgibbou, Flood and O'Counell 
were often "out," and in our day The 
O' Gorman Matron had 23 affairs to his 
credit. The bar led tho.'list. Lord-chan- 
cellors and masters.of'thoToHsfoughfrlLko 
cornets ot horse. Lord Korbury fought 
"Fighting Fitzgerald" and two, others, 
besides ' 'Tightening" "iNappcr Trmdy," 
as the Irish historians tell u&. Galway 
was great with tho pistol, Tipperary with 
tho sword. 
-Two English ''fines lames," 


Major Park and Captain Creed, went to 
Ireland to find foenien worthy of their 
steel, and found them in Mr. Matrhow 
and Mr. Macnaruara, who fought with 
them in-a private roorn-at an.inn, wound- 
ed them nearly imto-death, nursed tliem 
buck into health and were rewarclcd'-with 
their friendship. 


Colonel Barrington and' Mr. Gilbert, 


two middle- aged married men, had a-tle.s- 
peroto duel in 1759 because they-did-not 
wisli to leave on. unsettled quarrel as a 
legacy for thoir^children. They fought on 
horseback with sword, pistol and sfceen, 
or Irish bowie knffo. 
BErst the pistols 


were fired, Barrington receiving some of 
fcho charge in his face, but ho rushed on 
Gilbert, Soiled his horsa with his broad- 
sword, disnioantedaiid, putting his skceu 
to the. other's throat, called upon him to 
"aek for his life, on pain-of death." Gil- 
bcTC agreed to shake hands and be fnends, 
but without condition or apology. Bar- 
Hngton .consented. Fighting Fitzgerald, 
ji well known character, a-cousrn of tho 
Earl of Desmond, an Eton boy, an Oxford 
graduate and art offieeivin the Sixty -ninth 
foot, fought 18 duels and was thought 
by many- to btMtnad. He hired a.gang of 
ruffians, waylaid and killed a man oa tho 
king's highway and was hanged at Castle- 
bar. Among others, he-encountered Mar- 
tin of Galway, theKov. Richard Bate and 
Captain Harvey Aston, afterward killed 
at Madras in a duel with Colonel Allen.— 
Cornhill Magazine.

S, Dec. 13. — [Special.]— When 


(c was proposed by the owner of a big New 
STork newspaper to organize an expedition 
for the purpose of fighting for Cuba, most 
pcoplo smiled. 
They said it was a mera 


advertising scheme and could not result 
in anything of n tangible nature. But I 
find the men who are familiar with Cnba 
nnd tho situation which prevails thero not 
so incredulous. It certainly would be a 
dramatic performance- if all American 
newspaper were to organize an expedition 
of unnod men that should march through 
tho island, defeating thc Spanish and giv- 
ing encouragement to the insurgent csuse. 
I was talking about this with an army 
officer who knows Cuba pretty well, and 
what lio said was very interesting. 


"Strange as it may seem," said this 


army officer, "I belicive a thousand Amer- 
ican* from tho western country, sharp- 
shooters with thc rifle and experienced in 
Indian lighting, would maich through 
Cuba from one end to thc other. I be- 
lievo. furthermore, that if such n troop 
were sent out and were supported by the 
insurgents, as it would bo, great results 
would follow. In thc first place, these 
men would be fighters. They would fight 
in American fashion. 
They would bring 


to btiur against the Spanish coolness, pre- 
cision, courage, strategy. 
If they did not 


accomplish so very much from the mili- 
tary point, of view, they would certainly 
stir up tho diplomatic world. Land such 
a party of armed Americans in Cuba and 
Spain would go wild. She would lose her 
head. She would demand all sorts of 
things t'i'om tho United States, and tho 
result in all probability would bo an iri- 
tt'rnntioTini row. If the newspaper in 
question sends out an armed expedition, I 
.suppose it will be with this result in mind.

Spain's Weakness. 


"Every military authority in the world 


is surprised that Spain has not quuiled tho 
rcbelliun before this," continued this army 
officer. 
"If Spain had tho proper sort of 


fighting material, sho could put down the 
revolt iu short order. 
Docs it riot seem 


strange that the diplomatic world should 
lio stirred up and thc peace of t\vo such 
nations as the United States and Spuic bo 
endangered by a little one horse rebellion 
which, in all probability, 2,000 American 
troops would wipe out in 60 days? It is 
the opinion ' of most military authorities 
tliafc our I'ogulur army or tho troops of 
iuigland or Germany would pijt an end 
to tho Cuban rebellion in two or threo 
mouths. Tho trouble is that the Spanish 
troops fight only in platoons. They will 
noli adopt thc method of warfare which 
nlono can prod nee results under the con- 
ditions which prevail. 


"Do you suppose General Gomez's scat- 


tered bands could withstand such fighting 
as that which tho English did at Darkul 
ridgo or such warfare us that which 
our troops have ti.mo and again been com- 
pelled to wage against tho Sioux, the Mo- 
docs and tho Apaches? . Js 
To. England or 


tho United States would have brought the 
trouble to an end long before this. 
The 


Spanish soldiers appear to be ull right, 
but they lack leadership. We hear in 
Washington that Spain would havca good 
deal better chance to succeed .if her gov- 
e.rnment would suppress evsry cafo in the 
island. The Spanish offi'iens do not care 
to get far away from the cafes. 
They en- 


-QV themselves too well, ii tbejr moke » 


little sally out into the wild country, they 
turn back in a day or two to have a good 
time at tho town. American or English 
soldiers would follow up a trail till they 
got what they were after. If necessary, 
they would take their kits on their backs, 
live on tho country and penetrate tho very 
fastnesses, just as we had to do in Indian 
fighting and as tho English have to do in 
fighting tho tribesmen on the frontier of 
India." 


Speaking of fighting men reminds me 


that \ve are now erecting in Washington 
statues to two famous American military 
heroes. A statue of General Sherman is 
soon to be put up just south of tbo treas- 
ury department, near the White House, 
whilo a fine figure of General Logan is 
about ready to make its appearance in the 
center of beautiful Iowa circle, in the fash- 
ionable residence part of the city. 


Stories of Sherman and Logan. 


A retired army officer told me (ho other 


day a couple of good stories concerning 
these two military heross who are soon to 
bo honored in marble and bronze at tho 
capital of their country. 


"Did you know old General Sherman?" 


said tho officer. "Well, he was the bluft"- 
est old fellow you ever saw. He had a way 
when people started to enter his office, 
probably for the purpose of asking a favor, 
of snorting out at thorn': 
" 'Take 'em away. I am too busy to see 


anyone. Let me alone.' 


"One day I was in General Sherman's 


office and I witnessed a performance like 
this. After quiet had been restored I said: 


'* 'Sherman, I know you through and 


through. Yon are an old bluffer. 
You 


Bcnro people off when they are at arms' 
length, but when they get to you they 
find you soft and easy. You are a bluffer, 
that's what you are, and underneath the 
surface you havo u heart as soft as.a wom- 
an's.' 


"'That's just it. You've hit it,' re- 


plied Sherrna&. 'It's true. I admit it. 
That's why 1 try to scare 'em off. If they 
kver get to me I am a goner, no matter 
what they want, whether leniency to an 
offender or * subscription for a starving 
family.' " 


The. other story was characteristic of 


General Logan. 
His command while on 


tho march once came to a river. 
There ifi 


halted. Tho engineers set to work to build 
a bridge. Their plans were elaborate. It 
looked as if it would take them a couple 
of days to get the structure up po tho army 
could cross, iiut Logan was in a hurry, 
as he was after the enemy. He rode, to the 
bank of tho river where tho work was go- 
ing on and with an oath ho cried oxit: 


"Stop this (1 
-d nonsense. Bring up 


those wagons. Hurry 'em tip hero." 


In 15 minutes the boxes had been taken 


off the army wagons. In 15 more a string 
of them were fastened together and floating 
in a line across the stream. In two hours 
the whole command was on the other side, 
crossing by means of this improvised 
bridge. That was John Logan for all tho 
World.

IS ycms oC ape he was betrothed to tha 
daughter of a Philistine. 
Going down to- 


w.'ird Timnath a lion came upon him, and, 
altJioiifdi (his young giant v\a& v,capon- 
iers, ho seized tlio monster by tho long 
inane and shaol; him as a hungry hound 
shakes a March haro and made his bones 
crack, and left him hv the wayside bleed- 
ing under tho smiting of his fist and the 
grinding heft o£ his heel.

Thero aro those who seem to havo 


great admiration for delicacy and sickh- 
nes'5 of constitution I never could sco anv 
glory in weal: nerves or sicl: headache". 
Whatever effort in our day is made lo 
make the men and women more robust 
should havo the favor of every good citi/en 
as well as of every Christian. Gymnastics 
may be positively religions. 


Good people sometimes ascribo to a 


wicked heart, what they ought to ascribe 
to n slow liver. The body and tho soul aro 
nui'h near neighbors thnt they often catch 
each other's diseases. 
Those who never 


saw a sick day, and who, like Hoiculcs, 
phow the giant in the cradle, have mere to 
answer for than those who are the sub- 
jects of lifelong infirmities 
He who can

Mr. Hamer has always been opposed to 


having any macadamizing done in the 
Union. In his farewell address to the coun- 
cil he said among other things: ''There 
never should have been so much money 
expended in the Union,without consulting 
the council. 
• 
It certainly is an 


injustice to lay out so much money in one 
locality. 
I think it was gen- 


erally understood that the permanent 
improvements should be made on the 
centrally located streets before making1 
tliem in the suburbs." 


Some Jfaiuor E£casons. 


Mr. Hamer gives as his reasons for 


opposing the 
macadamizing of Union 


street: 
Firbt. So much money should 


not have been expended without con- 
sulting the council. Second. The sum 
spent was too much to lay out in one 
locality. 
Third. 
Permanent improve- 


ments ought first to be made in cen- 
trally located streets a,nd Union street is 
not a centrally locate d street but is iu the 
suburbs. Are the reasons adduced by 
Mr. Hamer valid or not? 


Appropriation for MacaAitniizcn^, 
In March, 1897, the council appropri- 


ated $2500 for macadamizing. No streets 
were specified upon which sucn macad' 
amizing was to be done. The appropria- 
tion was made in the same language as 
the appropriations for sewers, sidewalks, 
highways, etc., were made, and it was left 
to the commissioner of public works to 
say how, when and where such appropri- 
ation should be expended. 
No one ex- 


pected that the commissioner of public 
works would consult the council about 
the expending of any appropriation. 


Nothing was decided as to where the 


money appropriated for macadamizing 
should be spent until August 3,1S97, when 
the mayor wrote a letter to the commis- 
sioner of public works saying that if the 
macadamizing was to be done on Union 
street that the Arnold Print works would 
give 52,500 also towards the work. The 
commissioner of public works after such 
an off'o-r decided to have the macadamiz- 
ing done on Unicn street. Accordingly 
4,773 square yards were macadamized on 
that street costing £3,577.54 or 75 cents per 
square yard. As the Arnold Print works 
paid one-half of the expense, the net cost 


to the city was 37i cents per square yard. 
No such results have ever before been 
shown on any public street iu North 
Adams. 


Policy of Macadamizing. 


In expending money for macadamizing 


public roads the wisest plan is to havs 
the macadamizing continuous as much as 
possible, and not in disconnected sections. 
It is much better to have a long stretch 
of macadamized road in one direction 
than a number of separate pieces of such 
road disconnected and apart. This is the 
policy pursued by the Massachusetts 
Highway commission. Instead of scat- 
tering the work done by it heretofore in 
Northern Borkshire,it has kept steadily at 
work in one direction and soon there will 
be completed a continuous macadamized 
highway from North Adams to Wil- 
liarastown. 


ISeasom* ior QJsiioiiUlacsidamiziEiK- 
The fact that one half of the cost of the 


work on Union street was assnmed by the 
Arnold Print works was reason enough 
for the commissioner of public works to 
decide to have the money appropriated 
by the council expended there, but there 
were other considerations that had weight 
with him. There are only three impor- 
tant carriage roads leading into North 
Adams. The Hoosac mountain on the 
east is a barrier that is overcome with 
difficulty and when it i<? scaled there are 
ao towns within reach containing any 
large number of persons who desire to 
come to North Adams to trade or barter. 
The road to Adams on the south, the 
highway to Williamstowu on the west 
and the way to Stamford on the north, 
are the 
three 
important 
carriage 


roads leading into the city over which 
nearly all the persons who come t° 
North Adams, some of them many times 
every year, drive back and forth. The 
Massachusetts Highway commission some 
time ago in response to a petition of the 
mayor assumed the care of part of the 
highway leading from North Adams to 
"Williarnstown and has macadamized this 
road from a point opposite Mr. Daniel 
Wells' house in Braytonville to a point 
near Mr. Markharn's house in Williams- 
town, a distance of about 3} miles. The 
citizens of Adams have joined the council 
of Not th Adams in asking this commis- 
sion to build a macadamized road from 
North Adams to Adams. Thus two of the 
three important carriage ways will, in all 
probability be provided for, by the state 
of Massachusetts without any cost to the 
city. 


The mayor's plan was to pave Union 


street from Eagle street to the second ' 
bridge and then macadamize the re- 
mainder of the distance to the Clarksburg 
line. This would supplement the plans 
already mentioned and was a wise and 
sagacious one. Union street is the old 
stage road running Irom North Adams to 
Wilmington and Jacksonville, Vt. Over 
it pass the farmers from Stamford, Hart- 


wellville, Wilmington, Jacksonville and 
other towns in the upper Deerfleld valley. 
Thousands of tons of farmer's produce 
ara every year brought into North Adams 
over this road to be sold, or bartered with 
the merchants of the city. The great 
rerion of Southern Vermont is tributary 
to North Adams and the money that has 
been spent on Union street to make a 
good road from the center of the city to 
jhe Clarksburg line has been well spent. 
Mr, Hamer's reasons for opposing the do- 
ing of this work are frivolous. 


Mr. Hauler'* Real Reasons. 


Are the reasons given by Mr. Hamer 


for objecting to the macadamizing of 
Union street the real 
motives that 


actuated him? Mr. Hamer's own state- 
ments made at a meeting of the council, 
September 
20,

Mr. Hamer 
offered an order requiring 


the commissioner of public works to tell 
the council by what right he was doing 
the work in the Union. That order was 
not adopted by the council. Tha report 
of the subsequent proceedings published 
in the Evening Herald of September 21, 
1S97, states as follows: 


"Mr. Hamer then offered an order re- 


questing the 
commissioner of public 


works for information regarding the snm 
of money appropriated for macadamizing 
Mr. Brown asked the clerk to refer to the 
journal for the same purpase. The clerk 
read the journal to the effect that £2500 
had been voted for that purpose. Mr. 
Hamer inquired if, when this mouoy was 
voted,it was notjunderstood that it should 
be expended in the macadamizing the 
state road from its present terminus at 
Braytonville to Brown street. Mr. Wil 
kinson as a member of the finance com- 
mittee, replied that he did not know, but 
believed that if the state decided to con- 
tinue the state road to Brown street the 
money was to be used on that road." 


"Wasn't the impression given at the 


time the money was voted that it was to 
be used for that particular road?" in- 
quired Mr. Hamer. 


"I cannot say that it was," answered 


Mr. Wilkinson. 


Mr. Hamor wanted the money for ma- 


cadamizing to be spent on the road be- 
tween the terminus of the state road at 
BraytonviHe and Brown street. The may- 
or last year petitioned the Massachusetts 
Highway commission to bt.i'd a macad- 
amized road from the terminus of the 
state road at Braytonville to the Phoenix 
bridge.
